4X Seedling Bulbs 


We grow a great number of seedlings each year. In 1956 our seed crop from 
nand polonized, labeled crosses, amounted to perhaps ‘% million seed. Of course some 
years the crop is smaller, depending on weather conditions etc. 


When these seedlings come into bloom, only the few that seem outstanding are 
marked for further consideration. All the rest are put into a grand 4X mixture. 


In as much as most seedlings do not show their true value the first time they 
bloom, a great percentage of the bypassed seedlings are better than the ones kept the 
first blooming. 


If we could grow the lot again we would find as good a percentage of outstanding 
seedlings at the second blooming, but we have to make room for the new seedling 
crop coming on each year. 


Growing seedlings is fun because you never know what will show up tomorrow. 


If you find one you would like to name, which is not at all unlikely, that seedling 
is yours, to do with as you please.
